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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  June  declined 
$0.6  oil  1  ion  or  0.3  percent  to  $191.5  billion.  New  orders 
have  been  declining  since  the  high  in  December  of  $201.2 
billion,  except  for  a  0.1  percent  increase  in  April. 
Durable  goods  orders  in  June  were  revised  down  to  a  0.1 
percent  increase  from  the  earlier  reported  2.1  percent 
increase;  the  revision  was  primarily  in  defense  orders. 
Excluding  defense,  durable  goods  orders  were  up  1.3  percent 
as  compared  to  a  1.0  percent  increase  in  the  earlier  report. 
Orders  for  nondurable  goods  in  June  declined  $0.6  billion  or 
0.7  percent  to  $88.9  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  June  showed  no 
change  from  May  at  $193.1  billion.  An  increase  in  durable 
goods  of  $0.5  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $104.2  billion  was 
offset  by  a  decline  in  nondurables  of  $0.5  billion  or  0.6 
percent  to  $88.9  billion.  Unfilled  orders  held  by 
manufacturers  at  the  end  of  June  were  $364.9  billion,  down 
$1.6  billion  or  0.4  percent  from  May.  Nearly  all  unfilled 
orders  are  for  durable  goods,  which  were  also  down  0.4 
percent  to  $354.2  billion. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  June  were  unchanged  from 
May  at  $278.3  billion,  maintaining  the  inventories  to 
shipments  ratio  the  same  as  May  at  1.44.  By  stage  of 
fabrication,  increases  in  materials  and  supplies  of  0.4 
percent  and  work  in  process  of  0.5  percent  were  offset  by  a 
decline  in  finished  goods  of  1.1  percent.  The  finished 
goods  decline  was  mostly  in  nonelectrical  machinery. 

NEW  ORDERS.  Durable  goods  orders  in  June  showed  little 
change  from  May  although  there  were  large  offsetting 
movements,  mostly  in  electrical  machinery  and  transportation 
equipment.  Electrical  machinery  orders  increased  $3.3 
billion  or  22.7  percent  to  $18.0  billion,  following  declines 
in  May  of  5.3  percent  and  April  of  9.4  percent. 
Transportation  equipment  orders  declined  $4.4  billion  or 
15.9  percent  to  $23.5  billion;  the  aircraft  and  parts 
industry  declined  $4.7  billion  or  47.0  percent  to  $5.3 
billion,  more  than  offsetting  the  39.8  percent  increase  in 
May. 

The  decrease  in  new  orders  for  nondurable  goods  of  0.7 
percent  was  caused  by  a  large  decline  in  petroleum  products, 
where  orders  are  equal  to  shipments  for  the  month.  There 
were  partially  offsetting  increases  in  several  other 
industries. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  increase  in  durable  goods  shipments  resulted 
from  increases  in  the  machinery  industries.  Electrical 
machinery  increased  $0.8  billion  or  5.2  percent  to  $16.3 
billion  and  nonelectrical  increased  $0.7  billion  or  4.4 
percent  to  $17.5  billion.  Shipments  of  transportation 
equipment  were  down  $0.8  billion  or  3.1  percent  to  $25.8 
billion,  as  the  motor  vehicle  industry  declined  $0.5  billion 
or  3.2  percent  to  $16.4  billion.  Primary  metals  declined 
$0.4  billion  or  3.9  percent  to  $9.5  billion. 

Nondurable  goods  shipments  were  down  0.6  percent  with 
the  specific  industries  showing  a  mixed  pattern  of  change. 
Petroleum  products  declined  $1.4  billion  or  10.9  percent  to 
$11.3  billion.  This  is  the  sixth  decline  in  the  last  seven 
months  since  reaching  a  recent  high  in  November  1985  of 
$17.0  billion.  Chemical  products  also  declined,  down  $0.2 
billion  or  1.3  percent  to  $17.1  billion,  and  foods  were  down 
$0.3  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $25.5  billion.  Partially 
offsetting  these  declines  were  increases  in  textiles, 
apparel,  paper,  and  printing  and  publishing. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  were  down  0.4  percent  with 
declines  in  transportation  equipment  of  $2.3  billion  or  1.4 
percent  to  $158.6  billion  and  nonelectrical  machinery  of 
$0.6  billion  or  1.0  percent  to  $56.2  billion.  The  largest 
increase  in  unfilled  orders  was  in  electrical  machinery,  up 
$1.6  billion  or  2.0  percent  to  $84.3  billion.  Most  of  the 
decline  in  transportation  was  in  aircraft  and  parts  with 
most  of  the  increase  in  electrical  machinery  in 
communication  equipment. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  in  June  at  $278.3  billion  were 
about  the  same  as  May.  Inventories  have  been  generally 
declining  since  March  1985  when  they  were  estimated  at 
$286.2  billion.  In  June,  the  individual  durable  goods 
industries  showed  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases  of  about 
2.0  percent  or  less.  Nondurable  goods  industries  showed  a 
similar  pattern,  except  tobacco  and  leather  products  which 
had  slightly  larger  declines. 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  July  is  scheduled  for  release  on  August  22,  1986 
at  8:30  a.m.  and  the  full  report  on  September  2,  1986  at 
10:00  a.m.

The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
